The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
It is well known in the art to utilize HF plasma to remove oxide materials from a film as 
indicated by Blackwood. It is also well known to utilize separate hydrogen and fluorine radicals 
to etch films as taught by Jimbo. Kaneko also teaches of removing oxide films by 
simultaneously applying hydrogen and fluorine radicals and terminating both, utilizing fluorine 
radicals and terminating, and then utilizing hydrogen and terminating (Figure 1). However, the 
prior art references do not teach providing both fluorine and hydrogen radicals simultaneously 
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followed by the first terminating the fluorine radicals followed by the termination of the 
hydrogen radicals.
